The Vinland was reported to have
been sunk by & submarine sixty-five
miles off the coast of Virginia about &
o'clock Wednesday night, The vessel
was attacked, the crew ordered Lo
leave and the Germans boarded her
and sunk her with bombs. Nineteen
men comprising the crew were landed
at Cape May vesterday, The Navy
Department had no information on the
cargo or the destination of the
